JIMMIE RODGERS 


Just about the time Roulette Records 
was getting under way and carpenters, 
electricians and movers were hard at 
work putting the company’s offices in- 
to shape for business, a young man 
walked into the midst of this confusion 
seeking an audition. Both Hugo Peretti 
and Luigi Creatore, Co-Artist and Rep- 

lertoire chiefs for Roulette, were also 
busily engaged mapping out recording 
plans for the new firm. The young man, 
in a shy, hesitant manner proclaimed. 
“T sing.” Having heard “this song be- 
fore,” Hugo and Luigi retorted “O.K., 
sing.” The lad unpacked his beat-up 
guitar and proceeded to do two num- 
bers. Hugo and Luigi were impressed, 
and young Jimmie Rodgers was on his 
way to fulfilling another unique show- 
business success story. However, the 
story doesn’t end here, nor did it begin 
that simply. 


Jimmie Rodgers was born in Camus, 
Washington, on Sept. 18, 1933. He sang 
from about the time he was five, taught 
himself to play the piano and guitar, 
and up until the time he enlisted in the 
Air Force during the Korean conflict, 
lived, a normal teenager’s life. It was 
during Jimmie’s four-year stint in the 
Air Force that he began to blossom as 
a singer with a song to sell. He was 
encouraged by his sergeant to enter 
‘camp shows, and he began building a 
repertoire of folk songs. By the time he 
was ready to leave the Air Force, he 
knew that what he wanted most of all 
was to sing for people. The road to do- 
ing what he wanted most, however, was 
paved with a series of disappointments, 


and Jimmie roamed the Pacific North- 
west working in logging camps and on 
farms. He continued to add to his grow- 
ing knowledge of folk music by listen- 
ing to his fellow workers sing while 
they worked and when they rested at 
the end of a hard day. He eventually 
worked his way back to singing for a 
living, but the pickings were slim. One 
day, a friend in the music business 
heard Jimmie in a club in Nashville — 
he urged him to go to New York and 
seek a record contract. 


Jimmie, by now, had become accus- 
tomed to the well-known brush, and so 
he auditioned for Hugo & Luigi at the 
Roulette offices and they asked him to 
call again in a few days, he took it as 
another brush-off and disappeared. Hu- 
go & Luigi, however, had been very 
serious about recording Jimmie, and 
when in a few days they tried finding 


him to set-up a session, they couldn’t ~ 


find him. Jimmie had done a good job 
of getting lost. Hundreds of phone 
calls, concentrated searching, and six- 
months later he was finally found back 
in his hometown. Roulette sent him 
money to return to New York and a re- 
cording session was immediately ar- 
ranged. Oddly enough, Jimmy recorded 
the same two songs he had first sung 
for Hugo & Luigi at his audition. The 
record was released in July of ’57 and a 
few short months later, Jimmie Rod- 
gers and “Honeycomb” made music 
world history along with his aay 
hits “Kisses Sweeter Than Wine, 
“Secretly” and now “Are You Really 
Mine.”

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THE HANK WILLIAMS STORY 
As Told By George Hamilton IV 


My name is George Hamilton IV, 
and I sure do appreciate this chance to 
talk about the man responsible for my 
newest ABC-Paramount hit recording 
of “Your Cheatin’ Heart.” Actually, 
there are several men who had a hand 
in producing the record, such as our 
Artist & Repertoire director, our ar- 
ranger, my manager, etc., but I’d like 
to talk about Hank Williams, the com- 
poser of “Your Cheatin’ Heart.” By the 
way fans, the Hank Williams I’m talk- 
ing about is no longer with us on this 
earth, having passed away quite a few 
years ago. 

[ hope you will like this little memen- 
to of Hank Williams, “The Drifting 
Cowboy” — Hank, they tell me, was one 
of the most successful and popular Hill- 
Vea singers and songwriters who ever 
ived. 


But Hank isn’t really dead. He put 
his whole heart into his songs and I feel 
that his songs will go on longer than 
you and I. They will sung as long as 
people live, fall in love, feel joy and 
sorrow and music. 


Probably you know what makes 
Hank’s songs great. He never wrote a 
song except from the depths of his 
heart. Maybe you didn’t know that 
Hank wrote about 125 song hits and 
didn’t know a note of music. He used 
to say, “I never wrote a note except in 
my heart.” 


And that was true. He wrote them, 
he said, “because they just come bustin’ 


out.” If people liked his songs, he was 
glad — but he would have written and 
sung them anyway because he felt them 
so much he just had to sing them. He 
would “bust” he said, if he didn’t. 

That sincerity is what you and I and 
millions of others like best about our 
“Country” folk-singers. They mean and 
feel what they sing so much that we 
know it and feel it with them. So they’re 
not just “hillbillies,” as highbrows call 
them. They are song-poets putting the 
people and places and life and times 
that they know into music. They are the 
real balladeers and troubadours of the 
20th Century. 


The second thing that made Hank 
great was his “different” voice. Few of 
the top songwriters sing. Hank did! 
He had a voice that went through you 
like electricity, sent shivers up your 
spine, and made the hair rise on the 
back of your neck with the thrill. With 
a voice like that, he could make you 
laugh or cry. 

The third thing that made Hank 
great was that he had plenty to sing 
about. He didn’t spend his life in a city 
apartment trying to make words rhyme. 
He lived every minute of his life. He 
lived it with everyone he met — people 
from all walks of life — farmers, fac- 
tory workers, rich men, poor men — 
everybody. Helistened to their language 
and felt the beat of their hearts.

Down Missouri way, there’s a fellow 
who’s certainly in the spotlight to stay, 
as far as record spinning is concerned. 
He’s Ed Bonner, top-rated music per- 
sonality in the KXOK, St. Louis Mo., 
broadcast area. Born in Roxbury, Mass., 
Bonner migrated to California, where 
he began to mold a career that was to 
include a fling at being a city fireman, 
a stint in the U.S. Navy and a season 
or two of professional baseball with 
the Idaho Russets. In his spare mom- 
ents, Eddie attended radio school, haunt- 
ed the West Coast stations and came 
up with a working knowledge of “this 
thing called radio.” Heading back East 
the hard way, Eddie went to work as a 
staffer with stations WVNJ and WNJR 
at Newark, New Jersey. 
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Eddie’s appealing and earthy ap- 
proach to the disc jockey business 
brought him an offer from radio sta- 
tion KXOK, St. Louis, Missouri. On 
April 30, 1951, he moved into the Mid- 
west market with a record show that 
was to blossom into the top afternoon 
radio attraction of the Midwest. The 
Ed Bonner Show is heard over KXOK, 
Monday through Friday from 3:00 p.m. 
to 7:00 p.m., with a special Saturday 
stanza from 9:00 a.m. to 12:00 noon. 


In addition to his air shows, Ed has 
worked like a real trooper, appearing 
at benefits, coronations, football games 
and charity drives all over the KXOK 
area. These appearances have endeared 
him to the hearts of thousands of young 
people who have since grown up and 
become an important part of their com- 
munities. Unlike the average disc jockey 
show, the Ed Bonner Show has a def- 
inite adult appeal, because Ed plays a 
lot of music with a minimum of chatter. 
Current surveys proved that, aside from 
being a top man in the area, his fast- 
moving shows have a lion’s share of 
the adult audience.

A show business veteran of twenty-_ 
three years, Gordie began his career at 
the age of seven, when he did a thirty- 
second commercial on “The Lone Rang- 


er” show. Following this, he appeared — 


on various children’s radio shows and 
periormec on the local stages. In fact, 
is leading roles and directing ability 
impressed a local newspaper so much 
that they dubbed this versatile young 
man “the junior edition of Orson 
Welles.” During the early war years, 
he appeared in over one-hundred-fifty 
shows at bases and hospitals, and then 


appeared in the Stage Door Canteen 


for the American Theatre Wing in and 
around New York City. 


This dark-haired music lover finally 
became an active part of the national 
defense in 1946, when he joined the Air 
Force. And, in 1947, he jumped at the 
opportunity to do a radio show for 
service station WLKI in Japan. Resum- 
ing his civilian radio activities in 1949, 
Gordie worked for three local radio 
stations before he joined the WSPR, 
Springfield, Mass., staff as the first 
personality-type deejay in the area. 
Within four months, his knowledge and 
love for music and the theatre and his 
pleasant platter chatter had won for 
him the largest radio audience in West- 
ern Massachusetts. 


In 1954, Gordie was awarded the 
“Ralph Flanagan Trophy” for being the 
most popular deejay; this is one of the 
many awards he has received from civic 
and military organizations for his hard 
work in radio and his unselfish con- 
tributions to his community. 


Today, Gordie’s name is a household 
word and his “Gordie Baker Show” a 
habit with his many devoted friends 
and fans who tune in to his show on 
WSPR from 2:30 to 7:00 p.m. six days 
a week. Gordie, who is quietly known to 
his listeners as Gordie Van Gone, is a 


master of number paintings, which def- . 


initely occupy his leisure moments. And. 
record hops and guest stars at such 
affairs were originated in the Spring- 
field area by none other than the fab- 
ulous Mr. Baker. 


During his years in the Air Force, 
Gordie realized how important live en- 
tertainment is to service men. So, in 
1957, he was the first deejay to tour 
with his own show, which included local 
pros and semi-pros who volunteered 
their services, at Air Force bases over- 
seas. Since that first tour, he has trav- 
eled tens of thousands of miles, enter- 
taining troops in Newfoundland, Labra- 
dor and Greenland. Once, “‘The Gordie 
Baker Show” even hiked four and a 
half miles up a mountain of snow to 
entertain at a remote radar station — 
Gordie recalls that the trip back was 
easy; they all sat down and slid! 


A guy who likes to have the thrill of 
being the first to do things in his pro- 
fession, Gordie delights in recalling the 
response his show received at Thule 
Air Force Base. It was the first show 
to pack the theatre three successive 
nights — and, the show was done from 
a jet flying over the frozen north land. 


Yes, Gordie is really a sensational 
fellow. And, after reading this column, 
we’re sure that you, too, would now 
cast your vote for Gordie Baker, elect-

The show 
emanates live from the WNEW studios 
with a large group of teenagers as 
Freed’s guests. Alan has one of the 
swingin’est radio shows ever broadcast 
on WABC from 7:00 p.m. to 11:00 p.m. 


Alan Freed has been instrumental in 
introducing many new stars to the pub- 
lic through his disc jockey shows. He 
has continued this same policy on “Big 
Beat” with daily appearances of the top 
recording stars and the playing of new 
discs which he feels will hit the top. 
For example, Ed Townsend (“For Your 
Love’), a West Coast favorite, was 
comparatively unknown in New York 
until Freed played his record.

Girl Friend”), George Hamilton IV (“I 
Know Where I’m Going”), Poni-Tails 
(“Born Too Late”) and many others. 

The program is relaxed and informal. 
There is no script and Freed and the 
entertainers mingle freely with the au- 
dience. When The Elegants (‘Little 
Star’) appeared on the program, one of 
the group showed up without his tie.

dy of Rock ’n’ Roll, Alan Freed. 


As if he’s not a busy enough gent 
with his radio and TV stints, year after 
year Alan sets new records with his 
gigantic package show productions at 
the Brooklyn Fox Theatre. This year’s 
show concluded only a few weeks ago 
and was the biggest one yet. It set a 
new all-time record, proving that the

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Importance of the 


word “DIFFERENT” 


BY TONY BENNETT 


It seems there’s a new word being 
shuttled about throughout the entire 
entertainment industry, an adjective 
usually tagged onto the end of such 
descriptions as, wonderful, great, polish- 
ed, exciting, marvelous, etc. The word 
is “DIFFERENT.” And on today’s mar- 
ket, being “different” is half the battle 
on the climb to success, especially on 
the recording scene. Record company 
executives are forever looking for dif- 
ferent sounds, different voices, differ- 


ent types of songs, and in general, a 


: 


completely different presentation. 

It is very difficult for any one person 
to say exactly what musical era we are 
now going through. Some people say it 
is the era of the “Gimmick” — that is, 
some sort of “different” (there’s that 
word again) attraction added to a re- 
cording so as to give it commercial 
appeal. A good example of such a 
sound is the dubbing of voices which 
has become so popular since Patti 
Page’s, “And So To Sleep Again” and 
“Tennessee Waltz.” The echo chamber 
which was used to such great advan- 
tage on the initial Les Paul and Mary 
Ford disc, is now a very common gim- 
mick used on many recordings of late, 
particularly on solo vocal renditions. 

The novelty or the ballad — which 

‘does the public prefer? That too, is a 
question that causes much controversy 
but cannot be answered. My answer 
would be either — as long as there is 
something different about the offering, 
and as long as the quality of the pres- 
entation meets with the standards set 
the public. 


— + 


There has to be something different 
in order for a particular record to break 
through into the hit category. Especially 
in the Rock ’n’ Roll field where there 
are hundreds of new artists appearing 
on the scene each day, “Yakety Yak” 
and “Splish Splash” are perfect exam- 
ples of being different. 

Now you might be wondering why I 
was asked to write on this subject. Ac- 
tually the reason is a very obvious one 
— and that is my new record “Firefly.” 
This being one of my biggest and fast- 
est selling hits in the past few years, I 
earnestly attribute its success to the 
fact that it’s the most different type of 
tune I’ve recorded to date. Lyrically, 
musically and arrangement-wise, ‘“Fire- 
fly” can be considered a novelty that’s 
different from top to bottom. The lyric 
story line is completely different as is 
the melody, and the treatment I give 
the tune is somewhat other than the 
usual “Bennett-Style.” 

I tip my hat to the fabulous Miss 
Carolyn Leigh and Mr. Cy Coleman, 
composers of “Firefly” for coming up 
with this unique piece of material, for I, 
more so than anyone else, realize the 
importance of the word “Different.” 


Now, before signing off, I’d like to 
thank all of you HIT PARADER read- 
ers for joining us during these few 
moments, and I sincerely hope you like 
my new and different Columbia re- 
cording of “Firefly.” ;
